In the present struggle for the Presi- 
dency, a question has been raided, in 
comparison with which all other politi- 
cal questions dwindle into insignificance. 
That question is no other than whether 
the Union of these States shall be pre- 
served, or whether that noble edifice, 
reared by the fathers of the Republic, 
shall be shattered inlo fragments.

tional aggrandizement and ambition. — 
The Democratic party claims to be for 
the South — the Republican party for 
the North. Each is laboring to excite 
info maddened fury, a sectional antag- 
onistic, disunion feeling in each of those 
great sections of our common country, 
for the sake of a miserable, paltry party 
triumph Each relies for success in the 
approaching Presidential election, upon 
appeals to sectional jealouses and antip- 
athies. Each is sedulously engaged in 
the unholy struggle to array one section 
of the Union against the other. At the 
South the Democrats appeal to men to 
rally to the support of their candidates, 
not as citizens ofthe Union, but as South- 
ern men battling for the South, against 
the North. At the North similar incen- 
diary appeals are made by the Black 
Republicans. In both these rival fac- 
tion*, all patriotic regard for the Union 
and the interests and glory of our com- 
mon country seems to be extinguished 
in a blind rage for party triumph. The 
truth of what we have asserted in refer- 
| ence to these two parties is too fearfully 
corroborated by the tone of the press and 
the orators of both of them. Both North 
and South, loud and ruthless threats of 
disunion and vindictive appeals to sec- 
tional passion and prejudice, are heard 
from them. Many Kentucky Democrats 
who abhor the spirit of disunion are not 
aware of the extent to w hich that spirit 
pervades their party at the South, or they 
would shrink from it, as from a deadly 
serpent. 

Buchanan and Fremont are the can- 
didates of these sectional parties. At the 
South; Buchanan is proclaimed by his 
supporters to be the Southern candidate, 
and Southern men are invoked to vote 
for him as such — to vote for him not for 
the sake of the Union, but of the South. 

Wc are asked to abandon our politi- 
cal organizatiou and principles, and fuse 
with the Southern Democracy, in the 
support of Buchanan, merely, that the 
South may be arrayed in solid phalanx, 
against the North. 

The sole effort of the Southern Demo- 
cratic party is to foi n a Southern sec- 
tion party, that shall array the entire 
South in open and combined hostility 
against the North, after the unholy and 
deteslable example of the band of North- 
ern traitors and fanatics that are war- 
ring against us, and conspiring to dis- 
solve the Union. Fremont occupies a 
similar position at the North. There

This being the position of Mr. Fill- 
more, as a candidate, his election could 
not be claimed as the triumph of either 
North or South; it would inflict no wound 
upon the pride of either; but would re- 
store peace to both, by extiuguisning 
the jealousy and strife which now alien- 
ate and divide them. 

VN hat then is the duty of all conserva- 
tive Southern men, at this crisis. Is it 
not to give their support to Millard Fill- 
more, and thus cast their votes and in- 
fluence against sectionalism, slavery ag- 
itation and disunion? 

Every day s intelligence trom the 
North strengthens the assurance that 
Fillmore snd Donelson will carry the 
great State of New York whose elector- 
al vote added to that of the South is suf- 
ficient to secure their election by the 
people. We, threefore, earnestly in- 
voke every Kentuckian, w ho wishes to 
preserve the Union and defeat its foes, 
to give his influence, his best efforts and 
his vote to Fillmore and Donelson, the

On Saturday, September the 27th, the 
gallant and patriotic Americans of the 
Claysville district, met together in pur- 
suance to an appointment previously 
advertised, for the purpose of raising a 
Fillmore and Donelson Pole and form- 
ing a Club in the village of Claysville; 
and our friend A. H. Ward, Esq., (elector 
for this district) having consented to ad- 
dress the people on that occasion — we 
made it an opportunity to accompany 
that gentleman for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the exercises of the da> as well 
as to meet and take by the hand our 
numerous American friends in that por- 
tion of the county.
